Two Chicago Agents Come to Orlef In 


the Federal Court—The Flmt Convic- 
tions Ew Secured Under the Vailed 
State* Law. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—The United States 


District Court und Judge Blodgett were 
taken up all day with the four lottery cases 
uuade out against the principal dealers in 
lottery tickets in the Northwest by the 
United States authorities in this city. 
These four cases are against H. H. Shap- 
ley, Fred Frby, James H. Cook and B. 
Frank Moore. 


From the evidence adduced in Shapley's 


case It clearly appeared that the defendant 
had figured In tbe advertisements and circu- 
lars as Shipsey, and that be was the princi- 
pal Western agent for the "Little 31a\auav 
lottery, numerous instances being proven in 
which the sending otf ot tickets, etc., of this 
concern was traced to him. The law ou 
the subject is found in section 8,894, revised 
statutes, and. being very plain! the jury 
returned a verdict ot -'guilty '' after a de- 
liberation of but a few moments.

case taken up was that against Fri=d Evby, 
agent t'or the Henry College (Kentucky) lot- 
tery scheme.
